head-foremost into a bomb-proof when a cyclone of his own making was pass- 


ing. 


That convention wauted a man whose views 


didn’t conflict with those 


@f over two-thirds of its total membership, and it chose Senator Daniel instead 


of Senator Hill. No personal 


feeling whatever entered into the selection. It 


was a choice between measures, not men, and the meaning of it is that the 
mission of Mr. Whitney to Chicago has been a failure, and that it is now in 


a state-of disatrous collapse. 


A remarkable feature of the situation is that the men who, four years ago, 


were leading the fight against Mr. Hill, 


charging him with every crime in the 


political calendar, and dubbing him in their gentler moments as “a peanut poll- 
tician,” are the very men who are loudest in proclaiming his virtues before the 


convention, and even the, oily Dickinson, of: Michigan, who swore by the great 
lakes that no man of Hill’s caliber should ever receive the vote of his state for 
president, and who stroked his whiskers in exultation at every step toward the 
humiliation of the New Yorker in the convention four years ago, now lustily 


proclaims over his own signature that 


“it is a comfort and an inspiration for 


all good men here to have a great leader from New York, like David B. Hill,” 


and that it “is a pleasure to see Mr. 


Cleveland’s good workers, who are here, 


acting as Mr. Hill's trusted lieutenants and glorying in his magnificent leader- 


ship.” 


Spat upon and spurned by these men four years ago, Senator Hill has let 


them lead him as their offering to the slaughter block today. 


There was no ex- 


cuse or justification for it, unless it be that having had a taste of his blood 
four years ago, when they humiliated him, and two years later, when they be- 
trayed him as the democratic nominee for governor of New York, they had a 
yearning for another sacrifice that might exhibit his bleeding form to the coun- 
try a8 further punishment for the part he played in the last presidential cam- 


paign against Mr. Cleveland.

Bland and Boies are the prime favorites, but with the 


prospect that under the two-thirds rule either can and will prevent the nomina- 


tion of the other.

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YESTERDAY'S GREAT BATTLE 


The Gold Standard Men Made Their 
Fight and Lost. 


AS TO THE CANDIDATES 


Bland and Boies Are Ahead of the 
Others. 


THE IOWA MAN SEEMS TO BE GAINING 


Senator ‘Hil¥’s Queer Position—How 
He Accepted His Defeat—Other 
Convention Gossip. 


Chicago, July 7.—(Special.)—The great 
democratic convention, which is to nomi- 
nate the next president of the United 
States, has been organized and has started 
business. 

The silver men are in full control, They 
organized by electing John W. Daniel, of 
Virginia, as temporary chairman over the 
candidate of the national committee, Da- 
vid B. Hill. 

It opened with a decisive fight in which 
the silver men showed nearly a two-thirds 
majority. 

After giving Daniel the gavel, the silver 
men named the committees and adjourned 
for the day. The committees are tonight ) 


making up the permanent organization 
and the platform. Tomorrow the fight 
will perhaps go on and it will be a fight 
all through, but there is so much silver 
that the chances are against a bolt. 
Both Hill and Whitney said tonight that 
there would be no bolt. Whitney is dis- 
appointed that he has been unable:to ac- 
complish anything, but he is too much of 
a thoroughbred to show it in his utter- 
ances. “I shall do the best I can and 
accept the result whatever it be,’’ he said 
tonight. 


Predicts a Dark Horse. 

Bland and Boies are the favorites, but it 
is anybody’s race yet. The shrewdest 
politicians are predicting a dark horse. 

“Keep John McLean in view,” said David 
B, Hill to me tonight. 

“Do you have an idea he may win?” I 
asked. 

“Not that—I don’t say 
McLean is a smart politician. Look how 
Boies has been boosted today. He has 
made great gains. Somebody is helping 
him, and his friends are putting knives into 
the Teller tank.’ 

*““Have you any idea who will win?’ 

“No; nobody can tell now. New York’s 
vote will perhaps yet be needed to name 
the man. The New Yorkers sought the 
sentiment among the eastern delegates 
silver men yesterday; now the New York- 
ers will remain in the background and 
maybe they will be sought,’’ remarked 
David, significantly. 

By the way, Hill is as chipper as ever 
since his defeat today. Hie takes it as 
was intended—not as a blow at him, but 
as a maintainance of the principles of the 
cause on the part of the silver men. As 
I told in these dispatches, Hill expected 
defeat, but his people wanted to put him 
up, and Hill has the nerve to face defeat 
as well as victory. 


Hill’s Position. 
Senator Hill has been in a queer posi- 
tion all through this fight. At heart he

Therefore, as he is put for- 
ward to represent the people of his state 
as their mouthpiece, he feels that he must 
speak their wishes and act in accordance. 
His manner of accepting defeat today has 
popularized him with all the delegates and 
the platform to be adopted, with the ex- 
ception of the silver plank, will be large- 
ly framed by Hill. 


The silver, majority showed in the con- 
vention today that they were far from the 
disorganized mob Don Dickinson charac- 
terized them. They assumed the reins 
with dignity and started the drive with a 
firm hand. 

Everything worked as smooth as well- 
oiled machinery in the open convention. 
On the temporary chairman yote, when 
John W. Daniel was elected over Hill, 
the silver pecple didn’t show a two-thirds 
vpte. It stood 566 to 349, but in the minor- 
ity vote were several silver men who 
thought it well to give the gold side this 
recognition. Again, on this vote only two 
qelegstes were allowed to each territory, 
where, under permanent organization, the 
territories will have six votes each and 
all of them are for silver. There will be 
thirty-six territorial votes. These added 
to the silver votes in Maine, Massachu- 
setts, Florida and other supposedly gold 
States, will give the silver men a full 
two-thirds. 

On a candidate, however, this two-thrids 
of silver votes, it is not believed, cafl agree. 
Therefore, the 300 gold men votes wi!l be 
a factor in naming the presidential nom- 
nee, 

The Iowa men wee the first to realize 
this today and to make friends with the 
gold people. Seven Iowa delegates voted 
for Hill on a public roll call of the dele- 
gation. Of course these votes did not count. 
Iowa's full twenty-six silver votes went 
for Daniel, being instructed to vote as a 
unit. But the evidence of fairness and 
friendship to the New Yorker as a demo- 
crat on the part of the Georgia people, had 
its effect. 

The Bland people are using this tonight 
against Boies, claiming that he is flirting 
with the gold people and that all true 
silver men must stand together. 


Boies Has Gained: Some. 
Bland has not grown any today—~vies 
has; yet there is no enthusiasm for cither 
of the leading candidates. Many delega- 
tions have declared for one orm the other 
on the first ballot as a place to deposit 
their votes until other developments man- 
ifest themselves.

Senator Hill and ex-Governor Roswell 
P. Flower entered the hall at 12:30 o’clock, 
followed by ex-Lieutenant Governor Shee- 
han and were greeted with cheers—many 
delegates rising to do them honor. Sena- 
tor Plackburn, of Kentucky, came in soon 
afterward and was also honored with 
cheers. The Pennsylvania delegation oc- 
cupied a half dozen of the front rows of 
seats and was conspicuous by the fact that 
each delegate carried in his hand a small 
flag, and wore on his breast @ wide red 
ribbon, bearing the name of ‘‘Pattison.” 


Convention Called to Order. 

At 1 o'clock the convention was called 
to order by Mr. Harrity, of Pennsylvania, 
chairman of the democratic national com- 
mittee, who asked that all present should 
arise and stand while prayer was offered 
by Rev. Ernest M. Stires, rector of Grace 
Episcopal church, Chicago. 

Then Chairman Harrity, with deliberate 
tones, said: “Gentlemen of the convention, 
by direction of the democratic national 
committee I desire to report the following 
as the temporary organization of the con- 
vention: Temporary chairman, Dvid B. 
Hill, of New York.’ Then there was an 
outbreak of applause which lasted for two 
minutes. A delegate from Minnesota got 
up to make a motion and the chairman, 
intending to ring for order, rang the bell 
for the band to play, remarking as the 
band started up, amid laughter: “I rang 
the wrong bell.’ 

The rest of the organiaztion was read as 
follows: “For temporary secretary, Simon 
B. Sheerin, of Indiana; for sergeant at 
arms, Colonel John I. Martin, of Missouri. 
What is the pleasure of the convention?” 
Mr. Hafrity a&Sked, ‘‘on the report as made 
in the democratic national committee?” 

On that Mr. Clayton, a delegate from 
Alabama, arose and advanced to the plat- 
form and said: “Gentlemen of the demo- 
cratic national convention, on behalf of 
twenty-three members of your national 
committee as Opposed to twenty-seven, and 
as I believe, in accordance with the wishes 
of the great majority of this nation 
(cheers), I am authorized to present to 
this convention a minority recommendation, 
which I shall move as a substitute for a 
part of the motion made by the chairman 
of the national committee.’”’

Not Enough Gold To Pay Interest. 


“If we should go upon the gold standard. 


it is evident that we must change the ex- 
isting bimetallic standard of payment of 
all public debts, taxes and appropriations 
save those specifically payable in gold only. 
And as we have twenty billions of public 
and private debt it would take more than 
three times all the gold in the country to 
pay one year’s interest in that medium, 

“We should be compelled hereaifter to 
contract the currency by paying the five 
hundred millions of greenbacks and Sher- 
man notes tn gold, which would nearly ex- 
haust the entire American stock in and out 
of the treasury, and the same policy would 
require that the three hundred and forty- 
four millions of silver certiticates should 
be paid in gold as troreghadowed by the 
present director of the ment in his recom- 
mendation. 

“This means the tncrease of the public 
debt by five hundred millions of interest- 
bearing gold bonds with the prospect of 
three hundred and forty-four millions to 
follow. 

“The disastrous consequences of such a 
policy are appalling to contemplate and 
the alternative suggested is the free coin- 
age of silver as well as gold and the com-

The chair then stated that the motion 
offered by the gentleman from Alabama 
substituting Hon. J: W. Daniel, of Vir- 
ginia, for temporary chairman was adopt- 
ed, and there was a great manifestation of 
applause.

Escorted to the Chair. 

There being no dissent, the chair ap- 
pointed Senator Jones, of Arkansas; Hon.

The greatest demonstration of the day 
up to this time occurred when Senator 
Daniel came forward. Delegates stood in 
their chairs and yelled with might and 
md@in, waving canes, handkerchiefs: and 
flags. The band aided the enthusiasm by 
starting up a patriotic air and the dele- 
gates stamped, clapped and cheered with a 
vociferousness that threatened to drown 
the efforts of the musicians. 

Senator Daniel brought down the conven- 
tion on taking the chairman’s gavel by 
saying no convention had ever been pre- 
sided over with more dignity and ability 
and fairness than had been shown by Mr. 
Harrity, and he only hoped that he might 
be able to discharge the duties conferred 
upon him with some degree of ability. 

The senator expressed profound gratitude 
for the honor conferred upon him and his 
regret that his name should have been 
brought in even the most courteous com- 
petition ‘with his distinguished friend. 
Senator Hill would readily recognize the 
fact, however, that there was no per- 
sonality in the matter. It was solely due 
to the principle which the great majority 
of democrats stoed for , he (Mr. Daniel) 
standing with them, ds the majority of 
the convention was not personal in its 
aims, neither was it sectional.

THE PLATFORM WILL BE RE- 
PORTED THIS MORNING. 


Financial Plank Will Be Made by the 
Whole Committee—Other Planks 
by a Sub-Committee. 


Chicago, July 7.—Although there was 
no objection as to the hour fixed for 
the assembling of the committee on reso- 
lutions, 9 o’clock at the Palmer house, it 
wis some time efter that hour when the 
committee was called to order. The crowd 
gathered about tht committee room and 
made life a burden to Assistant Sergeant- 
at-Arms Moise, of Kansas, by their per- 
sistent demands to see members of the 
national committee, whom they imagined 
to be occupying the apartment, as they 
had done yesterday. He was successful, 
however, in maintaining privacy of the 
body. 

When the committee on resolutions met, 
Senator Stephen M. White, of California, 
was chosen chairman by acclamation. He 
was called to the door an instant after 
and. met the committee representing the 
committee on permanent organization, who 
notified him of his selection as permanent 
chairman of the convention. He went 
back into the committee room and an- 


mounced the necessity of their making the 
change in the 


chairmanship. Thereupon 
Senator J. K. Jones, of Arkansas, chair- 
man of the silver steering committee, and 
the man most generally spoken of as the 
chairman of the next national committee, 
was chosen to succeed Mr. White. 

The committee began the active work 
for which it was organized through a 
motion of Mr. Thomas, of Colorado, that 
a sub-committee of nine be appointed with 
Senator Jones, of Arkansas, as its chair- 
man, to construct a platform and report 
to the full committee tomorrow morning 
at 9 o’clock. Mr. McDermott, of New Jer- 
sey, offered an amendment, which provided 
that this sub-committee be authorized to 
prepare the entire platform with the ex- 
ception of the financial plank and that 
that be disposed of by the full committee. 
Mr. McDermott is a sound monéy man 
and in a short, but aggressive speech, 
declared that he did not want the financial 
plank constructed by any sub-committee 
for the reason that existing conditions de- 
manded as much publicity as possible in 
the discussion of financial questions. He 
was vigorous in his protest against what 
he knew would be the action of the com- 
mittee and intimated that the democrats 
of New Jersey and the east could not and 
would not support a free coinage platform. 

Mr. McDermott’s speech was construed 
by the silver men of the committee as a 
threat that he would bolt silver, and 
Senator White, of California, replied to 
that threat in his accustomed energetic 
fashion. Among other things, Mr: White 
said that he, for one, would never dare to 
go into a national convention whose final 
edict he intended to repudiate. 

“Hie has,” said Mr. White, referring to 
Mr. McDermott, “hever learned that the 
constitution of his country made silwer 
equal with gold and the money of the 
land.

Notwithstanding the Prophets. 

If the future of the democratic party 
were to be decided by the rash and ex- 
travagant predictions of the gold stand- 
ard organs, the grand old party which 
has been in existence since the days of 
Jefferson and which has stood the test 
of three-quarters of a century would be 
doomed. 

Happily, however, the mantle of proph- 
ecy has not descended upon these or- 
gans. In spite of the anxious solicitude 
which they profess and the gloomy pic- 
tures of defeat which they have drawn 
in moments of pretended inspiration, the 
democratic party is confident of ap- 
proaching victory, and when the day of 
election comes it will march to the polls 
in the triumphant yindication of its 
time-honored principles. 

Had these organs imbibed their princi- 
ples from the pure and unpolluted foun- 
tains of democracy, there would be no 
difference at this time between them and 
the masses of the people. Instead of 
this, however, they are consciously or 
unconsciously, governed by the dictates 
of the money power; and, though still 
retaining the name of democrats in their 
professed allegiance to the party of 
Thomas Jefferson, they have long since 
abandoned the interests of the people. 

Such intemperate predictions as these 
gold organs indulge in, therefore, cannot 
possibly diminish the confidence which 
the democratic party feels at this time 
nor obscure in the least the dawn of ap- 
proaching victory.

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The Law of Supply and Demand. 

t is queer how the gold standard ad- 
vocates lay down a proposition and then 
seek to avoid the conclusions to which 
it points. In seeking to establish the 
assumption that silver has depreciated 
because of its increased production, they 
refer their readers to what they call the 
inexorable “law of supply and demand.” 

They say that the increased produc- 
tion of silver has caused its value to de- 
cline—its value now and always being 
its purchasing power. This’ would ac- 
count. for one end only of the natural 
law to which they refer. The supply 
has increased, but what about the aboli- 
tion of the demand’? Is this great na- 
tional law a one-sided affair? Do its 
results refer only to supply, or are they 
concerned also with demand? 

It is a matter of history that the de- 
mand for silver aS money of final pay- 
ment in Europe and the United States 
was obliterated beforé there had been 
any increase in the output of silver bul- 
lion. Did the law of supply and demand 
suspend its operations until after the 
“supply” had begun to increase? Is it 
true in theory or fact that the cessation 
of “demand” has no effect on values? 
This is the position the gold organs and 
expounders take. They refer confident- 
ly to the law of supply and demand, 
and yet place themselves in the attitude 
of insisting that it is solely a law of 
supply. But if one-half the people who 


now eat beef should conclude to eat an- 
other kind of meat, would that have any 


effect on the price? The gold standard 


t 


| expounders would no doubt insist that 
there had been a sudden “over-produc- 
tion” in beef. 

But silver, being a money metal, its 
value relates exclusively to its purchas- 
ing power. It is capable of demonstra- 
tion, and has been demonstrated time 
and again in these columns by means 
of official figures, that no gold standard 
expounder has ever undertaken to set 
aside that the purchasing power of sil- 
ver has not decreased by so much as 
half a cent in spite of the closing of the 
mints and the increased output of the 
mines. An ounce of it will buy just as 
much cotton, wheat, iron, calico, and all 
other staple commodities as it ever 
would. It is only when we come/to buy 
gold that we find that a tremendous dis- 
location has occurred. This dislocation 
is made manifest whether we try to buy 
gold with silver, or with cotton, or with 
wheat, or with any staple product of 
human labor. 

The inevitable conclusion must be that 
gold has doubled in value, and that is 
what has occurred—the difficulty in per- 
ceiving this being entirely due to the 
fact that a dollar is called 100 cents no 
matter how largely its purchasing power 
is increased. Measured by itself, gold 
appears to have remained stable, while 
everything else has depreciated. As this 
depreciation would be an impossibility, 
we know that gold has doubled in pur- 
chasing power, Which is all the value 
that a money metal can passess. 

If an A#lanta man returning home 
after afew months’ absence should dis- 
cover that the Equitable building was 
twice as high (eompared with the sur- 
rounding structures) as it had been when 
he went away, what would he conclude? 
Ile might fall into the mental confusion 
that has overtaken many men on the 
money question and go about wonder- 
ing why all the buildings in Atlanta 
except the Equitable had shrwnk to half 
their height. He might conclude that 
the land on which the city is built had 
suuk so as to leave only the Equitable 
standing on level ground. But the prob- 
ability is that his mind would seek the 
simpler and more logical conclusion that 
the height of the Equitable had been in- 
ereased by adding twelve stories to the 
original building. 

The reason that the arguments of the 
bimetallists are irresistible in their force 
and unanswerable in their logic is he- 
cause they are simple and easily under- 
Fundamental truth is always 
simple, and is always in accord Avith 
common sense. This is why predictions 
made by bimetallists fifteen and twenty 
vears ago have been fulfilled to the very 
letter. 

“Value is the result of the natural law 
of supply and demand,” say the gold 
standard expounders, but when. bimetal- 
lists take them at their word, they pro- 
ceed to cut the law in two. Tor instance, 
they say that gold has not increased in 
value, although the demafid for it has 
been more than doubled. The publt and 
private debts of Europe, previous to 
1872, were payable in either silver or 
gold at the option of the debtor, but 
since that time they have been payable 
in gold alone. Does that increase the 
demand for gold? If not, why not? 
Why, any twelveyear-old boy would 
know that the obligation of one metal 
as debt-paying money would double the 
demand and therefore the value of the 
metal that is retained to do duty for 
both. 

Therefore, we say, let the gold stand- 
ard exponents stand by their proposition 
that the law of supply and demand is 
inevitable in its results, follow it out to 
its inexorable and logical conclusion, 
and abide the consequences, 


> 


stood. 


Railroad Construction. 
The building of railroads in this coun- 
try has steadily declined within the last 
few years, 

There is only one explanation for this 
falling off, and that is found in the gen- 
eral depression which exists throughout 
the country on account of the present 
obnoxious system of republican finance. 
In 1890 more than two thousand miles 
of railroad were built in the United 
States. In 1893, the year of the disas- 
trous panic, only one thousand miles 
were laid. In 1894 the reduction was 
still more decided, only 495 miles being 
constructed. . There was a. slight in- 
crease in 1895 which carried the mileage 
up to 620 miles. 

At the present time there is but little 
activity in railroad building, and the 
record for this year will no doubt be 
equally as distressing as its immediate 
predecessors. The mileage for the pres- 
ent year consists almost’exclusively of 
little roads, most of them being branches 
of some larger system. The only ex- 
tensive road now in process of con- 
struction is a new route to the Gulf of 
Mexico, embracing something like 140 
miles. 

The same depression which has put a 
Stop to the building of railroads in this 
country has likewise operated in a most 
injurious manner upon the traffic of 
those roads already built. Profits have 
been reduced, the volume of business has 
steadily diminished, and general disaster 
has been the result. The reason why 
such a large number of roads have been 
put into the hands of receivers during 
the last few years is not because of the 
suits for damage which have been 
brought against these roads so much as 
because of the lack of traffic from which 
the railroads of the country in general 
have suffered. Had the country been in 
good condition, money plentiful and 
merchants able to buy, there would be 
an entirely different story to tell.

A Serious Evil. 

One of the most pernicious evils of the 
present day, and one which threatens to 
bring forth a harvest of serious results 
unless checked by some timely interfer- 
ence, is the mania prevalent among the 
young men of this country for the speedy 
acquisition of wealth. 

Of course it is perfectly legitimate for 
a& young man to covet wealth and to 
accumulate whatever property he can 
acquire By industrious and_ honest 
habits, It would argue a somewhat in- 
dolent and slothful spirit if he had no 
such ambition as this; and the man who, 
Micawbar like, is satisfied to wait un- 
til something turns up, is sadly out of 
place in this progressive and enterpris- 
ing age. 


But when the desire to make money 


| becomes a dominating principle and sub- 


ordinates all the other faculties of 
which a man may be possessed, it 
ceases to be a harmless passion and be- 
comes a dangerous appetite. It is more 
than apt to lead him into serious error 
and may possibly involve him in dis- 
grace and ruin. Hundreds of young 
men who have climbed into places of 
honor and trust by reason of their un- 
usual capability have been suddenly 
wrecked on account of the blind, impul- 
sive manner in which they have yielded 
to this appetite. Ina moment of feverish 
intoxication, years of industrious labor 
have been staked only to fall into the 
hands of some one else, leaving the 
victim of thi# sudden reverse of fortune 
even poorer than when he first set out 
in life. 

The testimony of successful business 
men is extremely valuable in pointing 
out the dangers of hasty money-making. 
Some time ago Mr. George A. Allison, 
one of the leading merchants of Boston 
and a prominent member of the chamn- 
ber of commerce, was asked fo point out 
some of the dangers which threatened 
young men in the larger cities of the 
land. He replied by saying, without a 
moment’s hesitation, that one of the 
most prolific sources of disaster to the 
young men of the country was the in- 
sane desire to acquire wealth quickly. 

In this connection it is better, perhaps, 
to use the exact language of Mr. Allison. 
Said he: 

This desire is usually accompanied by exe 
travagant habits and tastes, and the com- 
bination is too much for the average young 
man to contend with successfully. This 
haste to be rich—to begin life where his 
father left off—to win a fortune by a few 
bold or reckless ventures, rather than .de- 
pend upon the slow process of small but 
steady gain, has been the ruin of countless 
numbers of our young men, and will con- 
tinue to be wherever this spirit dominates 
the life. The opportunities for speculation 
in Our large cities abound, and the tempta- 
tion to take risks they cannot afford in the 
hope of making extraordinary gains is 
more than many young men can resist. 
Successful ventures in purely speculative 
transactions unfit one for the slewer, but 


| Safer, methods of doing business, but where 


ten men achieve final success in speécula- 
tion, hundreds are ruined, 

Such a declaration as this, coming from 
oue of the most successful business men 
aud financiers of New England, cannot 
be without its salutary effect. 

Before dismissing the subject it might 
be well to add that nearly all of our suc- 
cessful merchants began life in a modest 
way. Most of them have risen from the 
ranks, and what they have gained has 
not come to them through sudden and 
unexpected turns in the wheel of for- 
tune, but as the merited reward of per- 
severance and integrity.

The. national democratic convention 
began its work yesterday, and the first 
step taken was one which will call forth 
the enthusiastic indorsement of the dem- 
ocratic masses.

GOODBYE. TO CLARA MEER 


Dam of the Lake Now Threatens To 
Burst.

Before the day is out it may be that the 
dam of Clara Meer will break and spread 
devastation in the valley below. 

The hard rains have played havoc with 
Piedmont park. 

At noon yesterday it was discovered that 
the roof of the manufactures, and liberal 
arts building: had caved in, Arushing the 
heavy timbers below. 

The building, as every one will remem- 
ber, has large towers at each corner, and 
between these towers there lies a flat roorn 
about twenty-five feet wide which is cover- 
ed with a coating of tar and stones. These 
flat. roofs are divided into sections by 
walis about four feet high and all the rain 
water from the towers is emptied on these 
fiat sections and reaches the ground by 
means of rain pipes. 


larj;est exposition building is a 


half feet wide and the remainder which 
now supports the immense volume of water 
is full of large holes and cracks.

Yesterday little groups of politicians and 
citizens could be seen standing about the 
streets discussing the outcome of the coun- 
cil meeting and little else occupied the at- 
tention of the city officials than the gen- 
eral fight of Monday night and the meeting 
Monday afternoon, It was expected that 
further trouble would result from the fight, 
but peace reigned during the day. On every 
hand partisans of the different sides talk- 
ed about the change in the 
about the fight. The participants in the 
difficulty were popular men yesterday. 
They were greeted at every step by their 
friends, all of whom insisted on hearing 
the story of the fight. Considerable mer- 
riment was created by the repetition of 
the story. 

Fighters Must Appear in Court. 

Yesterday afternoon city police cases 
were made against all of those who took 
part in the melee and this afternoon at 
2:30 o’clock the party of aldermen and 
councilmen and city officials will appear in 
Judge Andy Calhoun’s court and answer 
to the charge of disorderly conduct. Police- 
man Wimbish served all of the fighters 
with a subpoena to appear at that time. 
Captain (Manly directed that cases be made 
against the prominent fighters. 

The full particulars of the trouble were 
given in yesterday’s Constitution. It 
started about the turn of affairs in the 
city council and was a result of the bad 
fecling brought about by the vefeat of 
Major Kendrick and Mr. Keith, The 
friends of the latter appear to be taking 
more interest in the matter than either of 
the gentlemen. They accept the situation 
complacently and without comment. 

It was expected that Messrs. Patterson 
and Pwing would appear before Mayor 
King yesterday and be sworn in their re- 
spective offices, but they failed to do so. 
They may be installed in office by taking 
the oath today. Mr. Keith’s term has ex- 
pired and Mr. Beauprie’s resignation has 
been accepted. 

Those Two Resignations. 

A feature of the matter which caused 
noticeable comment yesterday was the fact 
that (Mr. Beauprie was compelled to write 
two resignations. It was first made known 
yesterday morning that the original resig- 
nation of the police commissioner was sent 
to ‘the clerk’s desk by Alderman Woodward 
and quickly recalled when that gentleman 
learned that Mr. Beauprie ghad sent an- 
other resignation to Mayor King direct. It 
seems that he feared that the oviginal 
paper might be withheld from the council 
still longer and to make Sure that such 
would not be the case he addressed a let- 
ter to Mayor King several days ago, in- 
closing the much-talked-of paper. 

Won’t Talk About Abolishment. 

The city hall officials are all talking 
about the proposition of Alderman Wovod- 
ward to abolish their offices as elective 
ones by the people, making them elective 
by the council. None of the officials would 
consent to talk for publication on the mat- 
ter, stating that it was a subject which it 
woul’ be improper for them to discuss.

Among 
the citizens there was a ysood deal cf dis- 
cussion about the project to take from 
them the right to vote for city orficiais and 
it is certain that when the matter comes 
up before the committee in charge that 
arguments will be made against the pro- 
ject. . 

Fun in Court Today. 

A large crowd will probably a*tend the 
police court this afternoon to hear the de- 
velooment of tha evidence in the cases 
against the fighters.

All 
of the participants were at their places of 
business yesterday as usual, attending to 
their business. None of them was seri- 
ously hurt.

Every song and every 
address is announced and the book will be 
a fittting souvenir of the great occasion. 
Fifty thousand volumes have been publish- 
ed and have cost a pile of money.

General Young had lived in Cartersville 
Several years and owned a magnificent 
“country home in the suburbs of the town, 
The old mansion is one of the landmarks 
of the village and has been the scene of 
many banquets and noted gatherings ot 
prominent men of the south. 

For several years General 
been in ill health and though he was 
still able to remain in public life, his 
friends and physicians were anxious about 
his condition. When he left the United 
States for Guatemala he was advised not 
to make the trip, as his constitution was 
almost shattered from illness.

Says if There ‘Is Any Bolting It Will 
Be an Individual Affair. 
Chicago, July 7.—The sound money mck 
met at the Auditorium hotel this evening 
and after listening to a number of 
speeches, some of which squarely advised 
the gold men to bolt, the conference adopt- 

ed a resolution as follows: 

“That a committee of one or more be 
appointed from each state to confer with 
the president and report the temper con- 
cerning «an organization of the sound 
money old democracy and how far .such 
organization should go in independent ace 
tion for the election next November.’ 

he meeting was organized at 9 o'clock 
under the chairmanship of Senator Gray, 
of Delaware. There were over 300 gold men 
present, many of them representing sil- 
ver states, where the unit rule has silenc- 
ed them in the convention. Nearly every 
southern state was represented. 

During the meeting there was a free 
exchange of views upon the situation and 
speeches were made by William C. Whit- 
mey, Frederick R. Coudert, of New York; 
ex~Governor Russell, of Massachusetts, 
John FP Irish, of California, and others. 
Some of the speeches deliberately advo- 
cated the nomination of an independent 
gold democrats. ~Much enthusiasm was 
manifested during the session, and the 
speakers were frequently interrupted with 
cries of “Give usS a separate candidate;” 
‘‘we won't stand for a silverite,’’ etc. 

Mr. Whitney’s speech was short and very 
conservative. He tried to impress upon the 
delegates that no national movement for 
an independent candidate upon a gold 
basis would be wise until the matter nad 
been fully dicussed by the gold democrats 
of the different states. 

He said that if there was any bolting 
from this convention it should be simply 
an individual affair, intended as a protest 
of the gold men against the action of the 
convention. He further said that the pres- 
ence of the sound money men had a ten- 
dency to make the action of the majority 
of the convention more conservative than 
it otherwise would have been and that it 
would likely proceed with more caution 
tomorrow. He thovght that the measures 
adopted today were very harsh. Yet they 
were, perhaps, light in comparison to those 
that would have been adopted had it not 
been for the presence and determined fight 
of the gold forces. It was decided that the 
men be appointed by the different states in 
accordance with the resolution will report 
to Senator Gray not later than August 
ist.

All who watched the bulletins 
expected to see Mr. Hill turned down, but 
they closely watched the sparring between 
the leaders. There was little or no betting 
on the result. It was only a question of 
majority, which turned out to be 209. 

“Hill is stronger than the gold platform,” 
some one remarked at the Kimball, for it 
bad been thought that the vote against 
the New Yorker would be about thirty more 
than it was. 

“Why did Hill allow himself to be sacri- 
ficed?’’ was asked over and over. 

‘He is playing for the grand stand,” was 
the significant reply that was repeatedly 
given. 

The watchers generally were of the opin- 
ion that Hill had strengthened himself with 
the New Yorkers. by allowing himself to 
be knocked down in this way. 

‘He will say ‘I am a democrat,’ and stay 
in the party,” his admirers declared, and 
Alderman John Colvin was not among them 
either, for he was in Chicago. 

“Four years ago the Cleveland mummers 
were denouncing Hill bitterly, and now he 
is their hope. their main stay. The stone 
which the Cleveland builders rejected has 
become the chief stone of the corner. Hill 
is unquestionably the leader of the gold 
forces, and it is doubtful if he is with them 
at heart.’’ 

When one of the speakers in the con- 
vention alluded to Hill’s Elmira speech and 
his letter to the editor of ‘The Constitution, 
some one declared that if the senator had 
held to those views he would now have a 
silver delegation from New York, and 
would be the nominee of the party for 
president. 

“He might not have the New York dele- 
gation, but he would be a very strong can- 
didate for the nomination,”’ said Congress- 
man Livingston. ‘‘He might be in the posi- 
tion of Mr. Cleveland in 1892, opposed» by 
his state delegation, but the favorite of 
the convention. New York was against 
Cleveland four years ago, and Colonel Fel- 
lows declared that he could not be elected 
if he was nominated. Fellows stated that 
Cleveland could not carry New York state; 
but Fellows is a poor prophet—Cleveland 
did carry New York, and he was elected. 
If Hill had continued advocating silver, he 
would now have the state of New York 
behind him, and if he did not havea silver 
delegation from his state in Chicago, it 
would be because the New York city poli- 
ticilans prevented it. Right in New York 
city now there is a strong silver sentiment, 
and in the interior of the state, republicans 
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as well as democrats are for free coinage.” 

It was noticeable that the sentiment 
around the bulletin boards was stronger for 
Bland than for any other candidate. Teller 
had many advocates, too. It was conceded 
that Teller would lose the ticket many 
votes in the south, but it was believed that 
he would draw more from the populists 
than he would drive away among demo- 
crats. 

The length of time which the convention 
will’ be in session was a topic of interest 
to those who assembled to watch the bulle- 
tins. Some regretted that a caucus was 
not held, end others were glad that this 
was omitted. None had any doubt about 
the financial plank being explicit, but many 
looked for a long struggle over the nomina- 
tions. 

“It is bad policy to pay so little attention 
to the ticket,”” a spectator remarked. ‘The 
leaders ought to shape up the forces on 
the best men for nominees. The convention 
is in danger of making a mistake if the 
selection is left to the last and to the im- 
pulse of the moment.”’ 


This morning the bulletin boards will 
again be surrounded, and the more frequent 
the dispatches, the greater will be the ap- 
preciation of the watchers. The bulletins 
were furnished free by the Postal and 
the Western U nion. 
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HOBART NOTIFIED. 
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Notification Committee Was at His 
Home in Paterson Yesterday. 
Paterson, N. J., July 7.—Flags were dis- 
played from nearly every house in this 
city this morning in honor of the visiiing 
committee which notified Garret A. Hobart 
of his némination for the vice presidency 
on the republican ticket. On Call and El- 
lison streets, at the corner of which Mr. 
Hobart’s house, Carroll hall, is situated, 
decorations were more conspicuous than 
anywhere else in the city. The weather 
was anything but favorable for the occa- 
sion, as a nasty, drizzling rain was falling. 
The ccmmittee of notificaticn, of which 
Charles W. Fairbanks, of Indianapolis, is 
chairman, arrived at Paterson at 11 o'clock. 
The members of the committee were met 
by John R. Beam, of Paterson, and Albert 
A. Wilcox, Mr. Hobart's private secretary. 
The party drove at once to Mr. Hobart's 
house, where they were received by Mr. 
and Mrs. Hobart. About twenty Pater- 
sonians were present by invitation. A 
band stationed on the piazza struck up 
a lively ture. Mr. and Mrs. Hobart stood 
in the hallway and reecived the commit- 
tee, headed by Chairman Fairbanks and 
wife.

Havana, July 7.--General Bradley John- 
son, a New York correspondent here, has 
been challenged to fight a duel by a retired 
Spanish military officer, who was offended 
by remarks in General Johnson's published 
correspondence about the Spanish army. 
The challenger finds himself in a somewhat 
ridiculous position, as the officers in active 
service refuse to recognize him as their 
champion. General Johnson, who, as an ex- 
officer of the confederate army, has seen 
much of war, is in nowise troubled over 
the vaporings of the self-constituted cham- 
pion of the honor of Spanish officers. He 
says that if his statemengs are such as to 
render necessary a meeting on the field of 
honor, he is perfectly willing to fight when 
the proper person to meet him is decided 
The incident is the main topic of

An interesting decision has been handed 
down by Judge Lumpkin in the case of the

The first matter considered was the ap- 
plication filed by the receiver for direction 
as to certain fines imposed by Governor 
Atkinson on penitentiary camp No. 1, and 
parts of fines inrposed on penitentiary 
companies Nos. 2 and 3. The state leased 
convicts to these conipanies. . The Dade 
Coal Company was one of the lessees and 
as such gave a proper bond for the per- 
formance of its duties. The leasing com- 
pany is comonly known as penitentiary 
company No. 1. On May 158, 1889, the Dade 
Coal Company entered into a contract 
with the Georgia Mining, Manufacturing 
and Investment Company. 

The Terms of the Lease. 

The lease was mutually agreed upon, and 
in order to show the terms of the lease 
and the conditiens, the following extract 
from the agreément was cited by Judge 
Loimpkin in ht decision: 

“That said party of the first part (the 
Dade Coal Contpany) for and in considera- 
tion of the covenants and agreements of 
the said party of the second part (the 
Minging, Manufacturing and In- 
vesitment Company) hereby leases to said 
party of the second part all and every kind 
of property which it~ possesses, except 
such rights as @ has under its lease with 
the state of Georgia as penitentiary com- 
pany No. 1 of the convicts of this state, 
which said convicts and no control of them 
in any way is hereby leased or parted 
with by said party of the first part, but 
the same is held and reserved to it in ac- 
cordance with the contract of lease with 
the state of Georgia, and of the laws of 
the state of Georgia,’’ etc. 

In stating the undertakings 
ments. of the Georgia Mining, Manufactur- 
ing and Investment Company, the follow- 
ing clauses occur: ‘‘And to furnisn said 
party of the first part as penitentiary 
company No. 1, such moneys as it may 
need from time to time to work its ton-

Judge Lumpkin’s Decision. 

Continuing, Judge Lumpkin’s order and 
final decision is as follows:

“No receiver has been appointed by this 


court for the Dade Coal Company, nor 
for the Georgia VTPenitentiary Company 
No. 1. True, a receiver has been appointed 
for the Georgia Mining, Manufactur.nz 
and Investment Company, who alleges that 
the latter company owns the stock of the 
former, but a_ stockholder, even if he be 
the sole stockholder, is quite distinct from 
the corporation itself. Sesides the two 
clauses of the contract above quoted show 
that the Dade Coa! Company agreed to 
work the convicts accerding to law, and 
d‘d not lose its autonomy or its responsi- 
b:lity.

Many of the stockholders and creditors 
are clumoring for a sale of the assets, and 
Judge Lumpkin has instructed the receiver 
to make an inventcry of the assets and 
file the statement with him in September. 
There are several other features of im- 
portance in the case, and the litigation 
promises to become famous before the end 
is reached ig the courts,

INEWS OF THR ROADS

The First Half of the Year Made a Very 
Bad Record. 


AN INCREASE IN RECEIVERS 


ee 


A New Superintendent Named for the 
Marietta and North Georgia by 
the Receivers . 


; The first half of 1896 has made a bad 
record for railroad receiverships. From 
January 1st to July ist eighteen roads, 
with a bonded and stock indebtedness of 
$190,000,000, have gone into the hands of re- 
ceivers. The mileage of these roads was 
2,896. 

Against this can be credited twenty-five 
roads which have been foreclosed and sold 
during the past six’ months. They had 
3,402 miles and stock and bonds amounting 
to $350,000,000. 

The Railway Age says that the disap- 
pointing conditions which have character- 
ized the business of the country thus far 
this year are inevitably reflected in the 
record of railway defaults and receiver- 
ships. Had business showh the expected 
revival many railway companies that were 
close to insolvency during the past tiree 
or four years would have experienced such 
an inerease in earnings that they could 
have met their obligations and averted the 
widespread loss which every case %f rail- 
way bankruptcy involves. The year 1395 
witnessed a marked diminution in the 
number and amount of receiverships com- 
pared with previous years, as a result of 
the prevalent feeling that good times.were 
at hand; but as the end of the year found 
railway rates and earnings still abnormally 
low, and as not a few companies have 
found their receipts in the present year 
even less than in the poor year preceding, 
some of them have had to give up the at- 
tempt to meet their. obligations and re- 
sort to the expensive and temporary shel- 
ter afforded by the courts. 

Hence it need not surprise those who 
have studied the situation, although it will 
be a general disappointment, to find that 
in respect to number of companies, mile- 
age, bonded obligations and capital stock, 
the railway receiverships of the first six 
months of 1896 show a very large increase 
over those of the corresponding period of 
isso. The figures for these periods, and 
also for three full years, are as follows:

It will be seen that if the ratio for 1895 
of the first half year to the last half is 
kept up, the list of receiverships for 1596 
is likely to be greater than that of I1S99, 
and even of 1894; although happily far less 
appalling than that of the ‘terrible year 
Isso. However, it is not probable that the 
insolvencies tor the next six months will 
equal those in'the past six, for the good 
reason, ‘that even if the times do not 
greatly improve, the list of great candi- 
dates for bankruptcy has been nearly ex- 
hausted, for the present at least. More- 
over, large crops are in sight and there is 
g00d prospect of prosperous times after 
the disturbed conditions connected with a 
political campaign are ended. So while the 
record of railway receiverships thus far 
this year is not encouraging, it need not 
be taken as indicative that a new era of 
insolvencies has begun. 

The following is a detailed statement of 
roads which have been placed in the hands 
of receivers thus far this yvear:

It should be noticed that the total) of 
mileage and capital involved was vastly 
increased by the failure of the great Balti- 
more and Qhio Railroad Company, which 
alone represents 54 per cent of the miieasge 
and 65 per cent of the capitalization in the 
six months’ ‘total. It is safe to ass'ime 
that no failure so gigantic will be recorded 
in the coming six months. 

It may further be nvuted that in the fail- 
ures so far this year the bonds represent 
far greater interests than the stock, in 
the proportion of 131,000,000 to 59,000800—or 
much more than two to one. In previous 
years the stockholders have represented a 
much larger share of the capitalization. 

As foreclosure are the result and 
the winding up of long previous tnsol- 
vencies, it 1s not at 11 surprising to find 
that in respect to the former the record 
for the first half of 1896 is very much 
larger than that of the corresponding six 
months of last year. Comparing the two 
periods Nand also several full vears; the 
figures of railways sold under foreclos're, 
are as follows:

It will be seen that the foreclosure sales 
this year have been more numerous and 
of much greater magnitude than in the 
same period of 1895, though less than half 
as large in respect to number and capitali- 
zation, and not much more than one-quar- 
ter as larme in respect to mileage as the 
total for the year 1895, whose figures were 
swollen by the sale of the great Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe system in December. 
The following is the list for the past six 
months:

The Montgomery, Tuscaloosa and Mem- 
phis road, having 107 miles of graded road- 
hed, but no track laid. with a bonded debt 
of $860,000, was sold for the creditors. In 
Canada there was sold the Montreal, Port- 
land and Boston road, forty miles, funded 
debt $901,000, canital stock $986,000. 

A long list of companies still awaits re- 
organization by foreclosure, including 
several of great magnitude, some of which 
will swell the record for the next six 
months. The Oregon Railway and Naviga- 
tion Company is to be sold on July 9th, the 
Northern Pacific July 25th, and the Chica- 
go and Northern Pacific in October, while 
the Philadelphia and Reading and Norfolk 
and Western are in the list of those likely 
to reach sale this vear, with Union Pacific, 
Baltimore and Ohio and many other prop- 
erties, big and little, awaiting their turn 
farther on. 

Altogether the business of railway re- 
ceivers and reorganizers does not sKow 
the encouraging prospect of as early abate- 
ment which was indicated a year or so 
ago, when there were signs of rapid finun- 
cial recoverv. The recovery is coming, but 
the cure will be more slow than had been 
anticipated. 


NEW SUPERINTENDENT. 


Jcseph MeWilliams Comes from Texas 
to the M. and N. G. 

Mr. Joseph McWilliams has been ap- 
pointed superintendent of the Marietta and 
North Georgia railway, in charge of the 
operating departments. The appointment 
was. made by Messrs. J. B. Glover and E. 
C. Spalding, receivers. 

Mr. McWilliams is a railroad man of 
long and varied experience. He has held 
with considerable credit to himself the 
following positions: Division engineer of 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy rail- 
road, division engineer of the Erie rail- 
way, engineer maintenance of way of the

Chicago and North Western railway, chief 
engineer and superintendent of the W. and 
L. E. railway, general superintendent and 
chief engineer of the Texas Central rail- 
way.

Heavy eyes, a dull, clouded skin 
will surely follow a night of wakefulness. 
Unless a certain number of hours every 
night can be devoted to sleep, a woman’s 
beauty is existing on very insecure tenure, 

The natural condition is that we should 
tall asleep a few minutes after the head 
touches the pillow, and not wake again 
until morning. Sleep that must be coaxed 
through hours of restless tossing, or which 
is broken several times during the night, 
is rarely refreshing. 

Physical trouble is usually the case of 
such unSatisfactory slumber, and no wo- 
man should allow such a condition to con- 
tinue, but should consult a physician. We 
should sleep soundly, though not heavily, 
and wake feeling refreshed and fit to meet 
anything that the new day may hold. 

As people grow older they sleep more 
lightly, and are more apt to be awake in 
the early morning. Ifthefirst part of the 
night has been restful the early waking 
does not matter, 

‘Very often sleeplessness comes from the 
bad ventilation of the bedroom. The win- 
dow should be open in winter as well as 
summer, if only a tiny crack on exceed- 
ingly cold nights. The chimney should be 
left open, not closed in any way, and the 
bed should stand out from the wall so as 
to allow a free circulation of air all around 
it. The bed clothes must be light, and 
the bed itself should have a hair mat- 
tress—never @ feather bed. The pillows 
should be just high enough for comfort. It 
is well to exclude all light. 

A slice of bread and butter and a little 
hot milk taken just before bed time is 
often found to be of the greatest benefit 
when the last meal has been taken scme 
time before. 

A glass of very hot water sipped while 
undressing has often. cured bad attacks of 
insomnia. A warm bath taken just before 
going to bed has a soothing effect—though 
the water should never be hot, for with 


.some people this has a very weakening 


effect. 

If extract of pine is added to the bath 
at will be very beneficial, <A little, benzoin 
is a good thing, also. 

To read in bed is not good. It is not only 
very hurtful to the eyes, but is more cal- 
culated: to keep one awake than to induce 
sleep. A better plan is to prepare for bel 
and then read a dull book sitting in an 
easy chair. When drowsy siip into bed, 
and sleep comes before you know it. 

A hop pillew is also very good, as is one 
etuffed with poppy leaves among the Zeath- 
ers. As to narcotics, they are very dan- 
gerous, and should never be taken without 
medical advice. 

Then, again, drug-induved sleep ‘oes 
away with good looks instead of restoring 
thern, and is not the beauty-giving sleep 
which interests the wise woman,

CROPS IN FINE SHAPE 


The Recent Heavy Rains Came in 
Good Season, 


COTTON IS WELL ADVANCED 


Corn Was Suffering for Lack of Mois- 
ture, but the Rains Will Fix 
It All Right. 


The abundant rains for the past two 
days have had a splendid effect upon all 
crops in this state. More rain fell during 
Monday and Tuesday than fell during the 
whole of the month of May and within a 
few hundredths of an inch of the whole 
rainfall for June. 

The rains are general throughout the 
eotton region and the cotton weed is grow- 
ing with great vigor as a result. Reports 
from the different weather stations in the 
south indicate that the crop will be a very 
large one this year. 

Yesterday the crop bulletin for the week 
just passed was issued by the weather bu- 
reau. It contains much news that will be 
encouraging to the great farmer class in 
Georgia. It is as follows: 

‘During the week ending July 6th .there 
has been abundance of sunshine and high 
temperature. With the exception of a few 
favored localities, very little rain fell dur- 
ing the major portion of the week, especial- 
ly in the northern section. General rains 
set in on the morning of the 6th, and will 
result in much good to crops of all kinds. 
Cotton is well advanced for the season, 
and in some localities is fruiting heavy. 
In the northern and central sections @rn 
has suffered from the effects of the 
drought, while in the southern section the 
crop is in fine condition, and. has been 
thoroughly worked. Some has been ‘laid 
by.” Melons, as a rule, are smatl, but 
are being shipped in large quantities. 
Sugar cane is in excellent condition. Gar- 
dens and all minor crops have been some- 
what injured by dry, hot weather, but will 
doubtless show marked improvement alter 
the present rains. 


Northern Section. 


“The first part of the week was hot and 
dry and unfavorable for growing crops, but 
good rains have been general during the 
latter part of the week, and vegetation of 
all kinds has taken on new life and is 
growing vigorously. Upland corn has suf- 
fered most for want of moisture, and the 
growth of cotton retarded somewhat. Peas 
and other hay crops are in fine condition, 


and gardens, melons and truck patches are 


doing well. Small grain is about all har- 
vested, and wheat was much better than 


expected, but oats were almost a failure. 


Grapes are generally in good condition, al- 
though some’ reporters state they are rot- 
ting badly in a few localities. Cotton and 
corn are much earlier than usual, and 
roastingears are plentiful. 


Central Section. 


‘The warm, sunshiny weather of the past 
week enabled the farmers of central Geor- 
gia to get their farm work well in hand. 
The weather was also favorable for grow- 
ing crops. The first half of the week was 
a little too dry, but the last two days gen- 
eral rains set in, which were very badly 
needed, and now all vegetation has taken 
on new life, and the planters are happy. 
Cotton is in good condition and is fruit- 
ing heavy, and it is about two weeks 
earlier than usual. The crop is also free 
from lice and other insects. Corn has been 
suffering badly for want of moisture, but 
it is expected that it will now almost 
fully recover from the effects of the 
drought. The crop is nearly in roasting- 
ear, and if the good season continues a 
good yield may be expected. J.arge quan- 
tities of peas have been planted in corn 
land. Sugar cane is in first-class condition, 
and pinders and all minor crops are do- 
ing very well. The hay crop is now be- 
ing put in. Gardens have suffered from 
the dry weather, but are mow coming out 
all right. Watermelons are being shipped. 


Southern Section. 


“For the past several weeks the reports 
from the southern counties of the state 
have not been very encouraging. The 
weather was too hot and dry, but latcly 
good rainy seasons have set in, and the 
reports received during the past week are 
of a very cheerful nature. The farmer was 
well up with his work, and when the 
much needed rain came all crops com- 
menced to revive. Cotton which has heen 
properly worked is fresh and green, and 
taking on fruit rapidly. Some fields are 
getting foul with grass and weeds and the 
plant is sheJding, but on the whole, 
everything is in good shape and corton 
will be a good crop. It is growing very 
fast and is very sappy. Corn is in fine 
condition, and it has been well worked. 
All minor crops are growing nicely. VPota- 


to planting is about over with, and with- 


good seasons the crop will he large. Melons, 
as a rule, are small, and the fruit scarce. 
Sugar cane is fine.’’

Rain fell almost continuously yesterday- 


The fall amounted to almost an inch. The 
day before the fall amounted to 1.78 inches, 
which is the largest rainfallinone day that 


Atlanta has had in many months. Monday 
and Tuesday more rain fell than during 
the entire month of May and almost as 
nruch as during the wHole month of June. 
In one hour seven-tenths of an inch fell, 
which is almost unprecedented in this 
vicinity. 

The rains inMay and June were deficient. 
May lacked 1.59 inches to bring its fall up 
to the normal. June lacked 1.63 inches. It 
looks very much as though nature would 
compensate in a few days for the entire 
deficiency of these two months. More 
than 2.50 inches of rain fell during Mon- 
day and Tuesday, and Weather Oracle 
Marbury declared yesterday that unless all 
signs failed it would continue today. 

The rains are general in the south and 
every station in the cotton region whieh 
sends in reports to the Atlanta office an- 
nounce heavy rainfall in their vicinity. 

A storm of considerable energy has 
developed in the gulf and has entered the 
United States near Pensacola. It has 
moved northeasterly and up the Atlantic 
coast, causing winds dangerous to ship- 
ping.

Nineteen machines were put 
in operation as a starter and that number 
will be increased to fifty just as rapidly 
as the machines can be put in. President 
Dootson says the capital stock is now 
being increased and will reach $25,000. It 
is the intention of the company to have 
eighty machines running before January 
Ist. The output of the mill finds a ready 
sale and the future of the company is 
bright. 

A Big Shoe Factory. 

There is some talk here of the organiza- 
tion of a big stock company to take in hand 
the Athens Tannery and the Athens Leath- 
er Manufacturing Company, now in the 
hands of a receiver. This enterprise could 
not pay because yf the small amount of 
capital behind it, but it is a sure divi- 
dend maker if sufficient capital is at hand. 
The new company, if organized, and the 
outlook for organization is bright, will have 
a capital stock. o° $5,000 and the factory 
will turn its attention to the manufacture 
of all grades of sles and harness. 


Will Start Up Soon. 


The Athens factory has been shut down 
for several weeks, while workmen have 
been busy putting in a large new watér 
wheel and making other necessary repairs. 
The factory will start up in & short while 
and will operate steadily.

To Solicit Enough Money To Meet Mr. 
Rockafeller’s Proposition—Gen- 
eral Macon News. 


Macon, Ga., July 7.—(Special.)—The friends 
of Mercer university are in fine spirits to- 
day. Colonel B. L. Willingham received a 
letter from Rev. B. F. Riley, at Athens, 
Stating that at his solicitation Mr. C. W. 
Hood, of Harmony Grove, Jackson county, 
has given $2,000 to the endowment fund of 
Mercer university, $1,000 of which is spot 
cash. Rev. Mr. Riley asked to whom should 
the money be paid, and he has been written 
to forward the same to Colonel* E. D. 
Huguenin, of Macon, treasurer of Mercer 
university. Some time ago Mr. Hood prom- 
ised ex-President Gambrell to give $100 an- 
nually to Mercer, but at the request of Rev. 
Riley Mr. Hood has agreed to give $2,600, 
paying $1,000 spot cash. The example oj 
Mr. Hood will no doubt be promptly imitat- 
ed by other friends of Mercer. 

At the recent commencement’ of Mercer 
the board of trustees resolved to increase 
the endowment of Mercer $100,000. Of this 
amount Rockefeller has agreed to giva 
$20,000, provided the trustees raised the re. 
maining $80,000. The trustees intend to do 
this during the next twelve months> An ac- 
tive canvasser will be placed in the field. 

Bridge Contract Canceled.

The Mother of Herman Franklin Files 
Suit Against the Consolidated. 


SAYS THE ROAD WAS AT FAULT 


The Street Car Companies Will Be Re 
quired To Protect the Cars with 
Fenders in the Future.

Mrs. Mary Franklin, the mother of the 
young man who was ins stantly killed last 
a Consolidated ear, has filed suit 
against the Atlanta Consolidated Street 
Railway Company in the sum of $20,000. 

The suit was filed yesterday morning in 
the superior court by Attorneys anatase 
& Carter and W. W. Visanska, who repre- 
sent Mrs. Franklin in the legal proceed- 
ings. Herman Franklin was killed by a 
car last he was riding his 
bicevcle Gown Mitchell street. The young 
man was on his way home, and is said to 
have been riding at a very rapid rate when 
he turned into Pryor street. Just us the 
rider made the turn at the corner of the 
two streets an electric car Was rolling 
swiftly over the rails going’ south. The 
motorman had cut off the current from 
the motors and the car Was running down 
the slight grade. The motorman said he 
was running about five miles per hour and 
could have stopped the car had he seen 
young Franklin in time, 

“My c ar Was running pot faste r than five 
miles per hour,’ said the motorman. — 
was looking ahead, when suddenly a wheel- 
man darhed dow: Mitchell street and 
turned into Pryor. As he turned he 
swerved out into the center of the streets, 
and his wheel slipped and he fell squarely 
upon the track upon which my car Was 
running. 

“In an instant the car was upon him. 
I seized the brakes, but it was too late, 
and the body was dragged along the 
smooth bricks until the wheels slid under 
the pressure of the brakes.’’ 

In her petition Mrs. Franklin makes the 
allegations that the car was running much 
faster than is allowed by law. She claims 
that her son was exercising every caution 
and care, while the motorman failed en- 
lirely to ring the gong or in any way to give 
a danger signal that the cur Was approach- 
ing from behind, 

Mrs. Franklin alleges that the car was 
running much faster than the motorman 
States, and cites a section of the city code 
in which the schedules of street.cars at 
crossings are regulated. “lhe code does not 
permit a car to run above four miles an 
hour at street crossings, and only six miles 
per hour in the business portion of the 
city. Mrs. Franklin says the car was 
running far in excess of this se meduie. and 
the accident occurred only three blocks 
from the passenger depot, which is the 
center of the city. 

Street Cars To Use Fenders. 

In the future the street car companies 
Will doubtless be required to equi all 
cars with fenders in front for the protec- 
tion of pedestrians and wheelmen. 

With a fender in front of the car that 
killed young Franklin the accident would 
not have occurred. And a resolution has 
just been passed by council providing for 
the equipment of all electric cars with this 
necessary protection. The resolution pro- 
vides that the fenders be purchased by the 
companies and placed in operation by Sep- 
ternber. In case a car is run through the 
Streets without a fender after that date, 
the gompany operating the car will be Sub- 
ject to a fine of $100. 

President Hurt, of the Consolidated, is 
now figuring with a prominent manufact- 
urer for. the purchase of fenders and 
States that he will be able to equip his 
cars with the latest fender known, making 
it impossible for a person or object to be 
caught under the wheéls and dragged to 
death. The fenders will be opened like a 
net, and will be fastened upon the front 
end of the car SO as to project out some

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HIS BIKE BRIGADE 


Chief Connolly Will Introduce the Wheel 
In the Police Department. 


ONLY WAY TO TO P SCORCHERS 
Police Board Will Be Asked To Make 
an Appropriation for This 
Purpose. 


—— 


Chief Connolly is determined to intro- 
duce the bicycle into the police department. 
Aj the next meeting of the board of police 
commissioners next Monday night he will 
put in a resolution asking for an appropri- 
ation for this purpose. 

The chief's determination was prompted 
by his experiences with the scorchers on 
Peachtree street several nights ago. He 
has had a hard problem to solve in finding 
some safe method for stopping the fast 
riders. The first night the war was waged 
the officer thrust his billy stick through a 
wheel, tearing ‘it to pieces, but bringing 
the rider to a dead standstill. This is the 
only method that has worked successfully 
thus far. 

Chief Connolly has no desire to tear up 
the bicycles, or to injure the riders, and he 
has been trying to find some method which 
will obviate these two objections. He 
once thought of the flying bolos, a contriv- 
ance used in South America for catching 
wild animals. It consists of several ropes 
with heavy tips, attached to a wooden 
center. These ropes are thrown at the bi- 
cycle and is so entangled in the wheels as 
to prevent further revolutions. 

But the chief did not altogether like this 
plan, and has now settled on the bicycle. 
He will station several mounted coppers on 
Peachtree with instructions to run down 
and catch any wheelman who is riding too 
fast for the safety of the public. The 
wheelmen of the city are completely de- 
lighted over this idea They dcn’t want 
any better sport. 

But the mighty chief says that- his men 
will be trained so that they can ride as 
fast as any one in the city. A _ private 
race track will be provided for them, on 
Which they will be required to practice 
several hours every day. If the police 
board takes favorably to this new venture 
there will be a new fascination added to 
wheeling in Atlanta. It will be worth the 
full amount of the fine just to. see those 
officers scorch. No doubt Peachtree will 
be lined with sightseers every afternoon. 
There would doubtless be many smash ups 
and few wheelmen caught. Chief Connolly 
has not as yet announced just what officers 
he will detail on the bicycle squad. It is 
said that Patrolmen Frank Whittley, Wim- 
bush and Linam have strong backing. 
These three men would no doubt make ef- 
ficient bicycle catchers. A slight glance at 
their physiques is sufficient evidence that 
they would make graceful riders. 

Linam, especivlly, is one of these wiry 
flittle fellows weighing only about 300, 
who, with a little practice, could probably 
catch Bob Walthour. 

It is probable that the call officers will 
also be provided with wheels in case of 
urgent calls, as well as the men whose 
beats are On the outskirts of the city. 

The bicycle will mark a new era in the 
police work of Atlanta.
